The report on Mississippi College and Ministerial Educa- 
tion Was presented by J. S. Deaton and after being discussed 
by Bro. P. I Lipsey a contribution in eash and subscriptions 
amounting to $150 was made to Ministerial Education. A num- 
ber of churches pledged to take a collection. The report was 
then adopted. 


REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION AND MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE. 


Christ's last Message to His apostles was: “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” To this stupendous task men 
are called. But shall we zo alone, and unprepared on this God-sent mis- 
sion Nay, for He has promised to be with us always, even unto the end 
of the world. Moreover. He has, through His people, erected and endowed 
institutions of learning whereby we may more efficiently equip ourselves 
for this important work Shall those whom God hath called avail them- 


selves of this golden opportunity ? And will God's children make it 
possible for those who have not the means to thus qualify themselves? 

The indebtedness of the Board is $3,312.10. Our receipts for 1910-11 
Were $2,368.83 Expenses for 1910-11 were $2,714.42. We received from 


the churches last year $1,800. The running expenses for next year will 
amount to $3,000. The Board has promised to pay $2,000 in addi- 
tion on debt Last session Mississippi College had 62 ministerial stu- 
ents. The Ministerial Board rendered help to more than half of these. 
There promises to be a larger number of applicants for assistance this ses- 
ston These brethren, as a general rule, enter the ministry late in life; 
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are married and cannot get the desirable preparation without assistance, 
at least, fer one or two sessions. The Board will need more help, and 
we plead with the churches to come to our reseue, and intrust us with 
the funds for this great work: Ministerial education is more desirable 
and essential now than ever before in the history of the church age: 

First, because education is more general and of a higher grade. This is 
especially true with our country churches: First, because they desire and 
will appreciate the best service in instruction and leadership a pastor can 
give, 

Second, because of the ever increasing number of educated young men 
and women in these churches, 

It is not proposed to make preachers in our colleges and sem'naries, 
but to teach and train those whom God has called into this Heavenly 
vocation, 

We hold and teach that a call to the ministry is a call to the best 
and highest possible prepgration for this mission. 

Where shall our young men whom God hath called into the ministry 
get the desirable instruction and training? . 


(1) In a careful study and prayerful meditation of God’s word. 
(2) In our colleges and seminaries. To those who cannot attend the 
seminary, we seek to give to them the very best instruction in all the New 


Testament interpretation, Christian doctrine, church government and pas- 
toral service and preparation of sermons, 


Our Science Hall. 


We have completed this year one of the best Science Buildings in the 
South; in fact, it is said to be equal to the best in America. ethren, 
let’s give of our means as God hath prospered us, to make this one of 
the foremost factors in the Baptist ranks.

REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK. 


All down the ages we have have had women who have been very zealous 
in the Lord’s cause. It was women who were first at the sepulchre, and 
to these women Christ first appealed. 


Woman's work is recognized all through the Bible, and if carried on 
in a consecrated, dignified way is truly a means of strength. 


Women have been organized into what is known as the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Union for twenty-three years. Year by year they have progressed 
and grown in strength and gifts, until now the mites run up into the 
thousands, 

There are now ten thousand Societies in the Woman's Missionary Union. 
This year we have given to Foreign Missions, $123,216.16: home missions, 

77,881.21; to. frontier work, $21,499.88; to Sunday School Board, 
$1,340.63; Margaret Home, $1,555.58; to Woman's Training School, 
$11,965.94, making a grand total of $237,459.42. The gifts of our own 
Mississippi Societies amounted to $30,863.42,

The work of our Home Mission Board covers the field of the Southern 


Baptist Convention, and includes Cuba and the Panama Canal territory, 
The object of our churches, through our Board, is to evangelize the 
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needy sections in all this vast territory. The work is stupendous. How 
we need to pray and work! 

The great inflow of emigrants from other nations, which is pressing on 
us like a mighty avalanche, challenges our grehtest wisdom and our most 
earnest prayer for guidance. These people are coming among us with 
all their varicd ideas of law and religion, nearly all of which is in keen 
opposition to our political and religious institutions, There is but one 
remedy, and that is to give them the gospel. 

Our Master has waited long on us to do our duty on foreign fields, 
He is bringing these people into our own borders to see if we will, at this 
late hour, obey His commands. “ 

Home and Foreign Missions, like twin sisters, stand hand in hand at 
our very doors and plead with us for our money to give the bread of life 
to those who are perishing. It is estimated that of the 92,000,000 pop- 
ulation in America only about 20,000,000 are members of evangelical de- 
nominations, We ought to bow our heads for very shame at the little 
work we are doing. We have the means. The material prosperity of the 
South is marvelous, It has been stated on good authority that Southern 
Baptists increased last year in wealth $500,000,000. Ten per cent. of this 
would be $50,000,000. We gave last year to Home and Foreign Missions 
about $917,000. Where is the other $49,083,000? Echo answers, where? 

Our Board has about 45 workers among the foreigners, 28 mountain 
mission schools with 127 teachers and 4,500 students: 18 evangelists, 
who last year baptized 3,000 converts: 35 negro missionaries, working 
among Southern negroes; 34 missionaries, supplying 56 churches and mis. 
sion stations in Cuba; 5 missionaries and 4 helpers working in the canal 
zone; @ church building department, which’ aided in building 289 churches 
least year, and 20 missionaries among the Indians in Oklahoma. 

Your committee recommends: 

1. That earnest prayer be made in our churches for this work. 

2. That our churches adopt a systematic plan of giving. 

3. That this body apportion the amount we are asked to give among 
the churches, 

4. That each church appoint a committee at once to distribute tracts 
on Home Mission work, take subscriptions for the Home Field, published 
monthly by our Board, and otherwise look after this work. The Board 
sends these tracts free to all who will ask for them. Write the Board, 
Austell Building, Atlanta, Ga.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The Foreign Mission Board is in the glorious work of world evangeliza- 
tion. It is appointed by Southern Baptists for this stupendous task. 
Splendid op unities are before us. ina, with 440,000,000 of people, 
is passing t & marvelous transformation. Now is the time to give 
these millions t gospel. Japan is leading the Orient, Shail we lead 
Japan to Christ? Mohammedanism threatens to submerge Africa. Shall 
~we turn back the tide by the power of the gospel? South America, Mexico 
and Italy are sick and tired of Romanism; they are ready to receive the 
Seon which we have to give. Vast open doors which we heve not yet 
been able to enter lie before us. 

We have sent out 273 missionaries—thirty of them sent out last year— 
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and they have gathered around them 531 native nelpers, and are training 
hundreds of others. The missionaries reported 3,618 baptisms last year, 
and will soon report tens of thousands of converts each year, if the present 
rapid growth continues. There are seven Women's Training Schools with 
140 students and nine Theological Training Sehools with 212 Students. 
There are fifteen medical missionaries treating many thousands of patients 
and opening the way to the hearts and the homes of. millions of people. 
We have seven hospitals and twelve dispensaries in which the mission- 
artes assisted by five missionary nurses and many native helpers treated 
40,716 patients. The printing plants are sending out the Bible and millions 
of pages of religious literature in the languages of the people. 

The work has grown so rapidly that it cost last year far more than 
our people were willing to give. If we meet the actual necessities of the 
missions now, we must greatly enlarge our offerings. The total receipts 
for last year were $510,008.97, a small gain over the year before, An 
accumulated debt of $89,600 now rests upon the work, This should he 
paid off this year. To do so and maintain the work as it now is will 
require at least $600,000. Will the churches give it? It is & condition 
that calls for greatly enlarged giving, but it is absolutely imperative 
unless our people are willing to let this great cause suffer. Let us raise 
this amount and even more that we may make an advance in the work. 

We recommend:—1. That all our people help; by sympathy and prayer; 
by subseribing for and reading the Foreign Mission Journal: by distribut- 
ng tracts which can be had for the asking; by self-denying sacrifice by 
all, and by liberal gifts from the wealthy; by sending in their gifts now 
and not waiting for the season of pressure in March and April. 2. That 
we solemnly pledge ourselves to do all in our power to raise the amount 
of $1,000 whieh has been asked of our Association this year. 3. And 
that every church in this Association try earnestly to raise the amount 
asked by the apportionment. 4. That our churches investigate the 


Board’s new plan. of taking stock in Foreign Missions, and subscribe for as 
many shares as they are able.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


The Executive Board greets the Association with Christian salutation, 


God in His goodness has spared so many of us to meet in this, the 
seventieth session, of the Association. Paées that greeted us last year 
are absent now. Some have gone to other fields of labor, while others 
have entered into rest from their labors. 


The year just closing has been marked by many. signs of progress. 
Many difficulties have confronted us, yet God has brought us through 
them all and we are prepared to enter the new year with hope and cheer. 
Your Board met in its first session with the church at Senatobia in 
October last, at which meeting recommendation for “appropriations to the 
following churches was made to the State Board : 


Crenshaw, $50; Askew, $50; Center Hill, $50; Longtown, $50; Pleasant 
View, $50; Mount Manna, $50; Woolfolk School House, $30; Salem, $50; 
Strayhorn, $100; White Oak Grove, $50; Grace School House, $50; Lay- 
men’s Committee, $100. The matter of Holly Springs was again referred 
to the State Board. 

In our last report to the Association we urged that some steps be 
taken leading to the grouping of the churches so that a pastor can live 
among them. Acting upon this suggestion, four churches in the western 
part of our Association, viz: Crenshaw, Longtown, Salem and Strayhorn, 
formed a group and have had a pastor among them most of the year. 
To encourage this an additional $100. was appropriated to them, and we 
have encouraging reports of effective work done. 

From the above figures it will be seen that. we are drawing on our 
State Board for $760, which is some in excess of our contributions to 
State missions, his to your committee is a poor showing for the Cajd- 
water Association, This Association, with her forty-three churches in t re 
most fertile sections of our State, ought and must make a better showing 
than this, 

Who knéws but that the Lord is getting His tenth through the army 
worm, which is proving so: disastrous to the cotton crop? We are rob- 
bing God ahd therefore cannot expect Him to open the windows of Heaven 
and pour out His blessings. om
